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PREFACE. 


The  words  in  this  book  have  been  selected  with  the  greatest  care. 
Obsolete  and  local  words  are  entirely  excluded.  Derivatives  are 
but  sparingly  introduced;  but  if  the  pupir  is  well  versed  in  the 
orthography  of  primitive  words,  and  the  rules  for  combining  them 
with  suffixes  and  prefixes,  he  will  find  no  difficulty  in  spelling  any 
derivative  word,  whether  he  has  seen  it  or  not. 

The  arrangement  of  the  lessons  and  the  classification  of  the 
words  are  simple  but  systematic.  With  a  few  exceptions,  the 
words  are  cla-siried  with  reference  to  the  vowel  sound  in  the  ac- 
cented syllable  and  the  initial  letter;  and  the  lessons  are  arranged 
in  such  a  manner  that  each  exercise  will  present  new  difficulties 
corresponding  with  the  increasing  abilities  of  the  pupil. 

The  sounds  of  the  vowels  and  consonants  are  carefully  indicated 
by  certain  figures  and  marks;  and  when  the  pupil  has  become 
thoroughly  acquainted  with  these,  as  they  are  exhibited  on  page 
10,  it  will  beNilmost  impossible  for  him  to  err  in  the  pronunciation 
of  any  word  that  he  will  find  in  this  book. 

A  number  of  pa^es  are  appropriated  to  derivatives,  suffixes,  and 
prefixes.  A  few  simple  rules  for  the  formation  of  derivatives  are 
given,  the  most  common  prefixes  and  suffixes  are  defined,  and  their 
modification  of  the  meaning  of  primitive  words  is  plainly  illus- 
trated by  numerous  examples.  This  is  an  important  feature  of 
this  book,  and  will,  it  is  hoped,  receive  proper  attention  from  the 
teacher. 

A  few  of  the  last  pages  are  devoted  to  word-parsing, — an  exer- 
cise which  explains  itself.  This  method  of  analyzing  words  is 
already  practiced  with  great  success  by  many  eminent  teachers, 
and  it  is  confidently  believed  that  many  others  who  have  never 
given  it  their  attention  will  be  induced,  after  a  fair  trial,  to  make 
use  of  it  in  connection  with  other  plans  for  teaching  orthography. 
It  will  be  found  not  only  a  very  efficient  aid  in  teaching  spelling, 
but  a  very  pleasant  exercise,  especially  when  conducted  upon 
slates  or  black-boards.

Written  language  is  a  system  of  characters  used  by 
common  consent  to  represent  spoken  language. 

A  word  in  written  language  consists  of  a  single  letter 
or  of  a  number  of  letters  which  by  gtastom  are  joined 
together  in  writing.  ^— - 

A  word  in  spoken  language  is  tiu/uttenmce  of  the 
sound  or  sounds  represented  by  the  written  ixov&r 

Spelling  is  the  art  of  placing  the  proper  letters  in  the 
proper  order  to  form  words.  ' 

Letters  are  characters  used  by  common  consent  to 
represent  the  sounds  which  form  spoken  language. 

The  sounds  used  in  spoken  language  are  divided  into 
three  classes,  called  Vocals,  Subvocals,  and  Aspirates. 

Vocals  consist  of  pure  tone  or  voice. 

Subvocals  are  imperfect  tones,  and  are  made  by  voice 
and  breath  united. 

Aspirates  are  made  by  breath  only. 

In  the  English  language  there  are  twenty-six  letters, 
I  collectively  called  the  Alphabet. 
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They  are  divided  into  two  kinds : — vowels  and  conso- 
nants. 

A  vowel  is  a  letter  which  represents  a  vocal. 

A  consonant  is  a  letter  which  represents  a  subvocal 
or  aspirate. 

The  vowels  are  a,  e,  i,  o,  a,  iv,  and  y;  i,  u,  w,  and  y  are 
sometimes  consonants. 

The  consonants  are  b,  c,  d,  f,  g,  h,  j,  1c,  I,  m,  n,  p,  q,  r, 
sf  t,  v,  x,  z;  and  i,  u,  w,  and  y,  when  not  vowels. 

Simple  sounds  are  generally  represented  by  single 
letters;  but  some  are  represented  by  combinations  of 
letters,  and  sometimes  a  single  letter  represents  a  com- 
bination of  sounds. 

Two  vowels  in  the  same  syllable  with  their  sounds 
closely  blended  together  are  called  a  proper  diphthong. 

They  are  oi,  oy,  ou,  and  ow. 

A  vowel  and  consonant  united  and  representing  a 
single  sound  is  called  a  combination. 

They  are  ce,  ci,  si,  and  ti. 

Two  consonants  united  in  one  syllable  and  represent- 
ing a  single  sound  are  called  a  double  consonant. 

They  are  ch,  sh,  th,  ng,  gh,  and  ph. 

If  the  same  consonant  is  repeated  it  is  also  called  a 
double  consonant,  as  11  in  bell. 

Letters  which  represent  no  sound  frequently  occur  in 
words :  these  are  said  to  be  mute  or  silent. 

The  sounds  of  the  letters  are  divided  into  proper  and 
irregular. 

A  sound  which  properly  belongs  to  a  letter  is  called 
its  proper  sound,  as  the  sound  of  s  in  so. 

When  a  letter  represents  the  proper  sound  of  another 
letter,  it  is  called  its  irregular  sound,  as  the  sound  of  8 
in  is.

Y  has  one  proper  subvocal  sound,  as  in  you.

(Both  are  subvocals.)

OF   SYLLABLES   AND   ACCENT. 

A  syllable  is  a  word,  or  part  of  a  word,  which  may  be 
pronounced  with  one  impulse  of  the  voice. 

Words  derive  certain  names  from  the  number  of  their 
syllables. 

A  word  of  one  syllable  is  called  a  monosyllable. 

A  word  of  tv/o  syllables  is  called  a  dissyllable. 

A  word  of  three  syllables,  a  trisyllable. 

A  word  of  four  or  more,  a  polysyllable. 

Accent  is  pronouncing  one  or  more  syllables  of  a  word 
more  forcibly  than  the  others,  as  ba  in  baker. 

When  a  word  has  two  syllables  accented,  one  accent 
is  stronger  than  the  other,  and  is  called  the  primary ;  and 
the  weaker  is  called  the  secondary :  as  in  luminary  the 
primary  accent  is  on  the  first  syllable,  and  the  secondary 
is  on  the  third. 

Accent  does  not  apply  to  monosyllables  except  in 
poetry. 

Name  is  a  monosyllable. 

Companion  is  a  word  of  three  syllables,  which  are 
com-pan-ion:  the  second  is  accented. 

Penitentiary  is  a  word  of  five  syllables,  which  are 
pen-i-ten-tia-ry :  the  primary  accent  is  on  the  third,  and 
the  secondary  on  the  first.

A  root  or  radical  is  a  word  in  its  simplest  form. 

A  prefix  is  one  or  more  syllables  placed  before  the  radical. 

A  suffix  is  one  or  more  letters  or  syllables  placed  after  the 
radical. 

The  office  of  a  prefix  or  suffix  is  generally  to  modify  the 
meaning  of  the  root. 

A  primitive  word  is  one  not  formed  from  any  other  by 
the  addition  of  a  prefix  or  suffix. 

A  derivative  word  is  formed  from  a  radical  by  adding  a 
prefix  or  suffix,  or  both.

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RULES   FOR   FORMING   DERIVATIVE   WORDS. 

In  forming  derivatives  a  part  of  the  radical  is  sometimes 
omitted  or  changed  before  a  suffix,  generally  in  accordance 
with  one  of  the  following  rules  : — 

1.  When  the  radical  ends  with  silent  r,  the  e  is  generally 
omitted  before  a  suffix  commencing  with  a  vowel ;  as,  sale, 
salable;  please,  •pleasing. 

2.  Monosyllables  ending  with  a  consonant  preceded  by  a 
single  vowel  have  the  consonant  double  before  a  suffix ;  as, 
stop,  stopping. 

3.  "Words  of  more  than  one  syllable  ending  with  a  con- 
sonant preceded  by  a  single  vowel  have  the  consonant  double 
before  a  suffix  when  the  accent  of  the  derivative  is  upon 
the  last  syllable  of  the  radical ;  as,  compel,  compelling. 

4.  The  final  y  of  a  radical  when  preceded  by  a  consonant 
is  generally  changed  into  i  before  any  suffix  not  commenc- 
ing with  i;  as,  happy,  happiness. 

5.  Radicals  ending  in/or  fe  drop  this  ending  and  take  v 
before  a  suffix  commencing  with  a  vowel;  as,  loaf,  loaves; 
life,  lives.
